The British Budget. 

[London Timofl, March 29.) 

Sir Stafford Northcote's Budget es- 
timate of Beveaue amounted to £75,- 
625,000. Up to; Saturday ^ast he had 
received £75,673,058. There is not 
much difference between those Buma. 
An increase of less than $50,000 upou 
a total exceeding 75 millions is too 
insignificant to arrest our attention. 
If any observation is to bo made upon 
it, it will be that these calculations are 
too nice to bo perfectly satisfactory. 
We cannot be pleased to find that we 
have been cutting things so fine. It 
must, however, be observed that there 
are yet the receipts of five days to 
come into the accouut, and it may he 
said thAt these days will furnish us 
with a more considerable surplus. 
Therein aome truth in this. These 
five days — two of them aro past, and 
two are yet to come — will probably be 
as produqtiive'^^sey jtyarage t£ve days 
of the financial year. ' It has frequent- 
ly happened that when the 31st of 
March has been near the Rovonuo has 
declined through anticipations of 
changes in Excise and Import Duties 
which have for a time arrested tho 
course of trade in commodities subject 
to those duties. Nothing of this liiud 
need bo feared this year. Everyone 
is conscious that there will bo no bal- 
ance of Revenue to be dispensed. It 
may therefore bis -assumed that the 
income of the Chancellor of: the Ex- 
chequer during the p-resedt week will 
continue to show a regular receipt, so 
that in the end there may be a sur- 
plus of something like a miUiou over 
tho Budget estimate of the Revenue, 
and of £700,000, or thereabouts, over 
the Budget estimate of Expenditure. 
It will be remembered that wo were 
loft last year with an estimated excess 
of payments over receipts, so that we 
wefebSiind to' httve &li""^ex;oeS8' of 'in- 
come over the estimates' in order to 
offect'dh equilibrium' in tho bnlauce- 
sheet pi the year. We shall have it, 
though it will not be much, and, see- 
ing what the trade of the country has 
been, we may be thankful for what we 
have.' Itis jxetaarkable ho>y ^yenly 
the incretsef of a million which we 
anticipate promises to be spread over 
all the items of receipt. There is one 
branch of income — tho Excise— which 
threatens to be less productive than 
Sir Stafford Northcoto expected, but 
all the rest will exhibit a slight in- 
crease. It is, indeed, no small matter 
that tho Excise should have fallen off. 
The Excise is the sheet anchor of our 
finance. Upon it we have been ac- 
customed to^jjjijbll iabreiu'9 has at- 
testey fnore ihan -any other sign the 
prosperity of the working classes; and 
its elasticity was tho secret of the tri- 
umphant results of the Exchequer 
under. .Mr. Lowe. 

Tho Excise receipt in tlie year before 
Mr. GlailstoDO cumo into power was iJ20,- 
■102,000. In tho last vcar of his Ministry 
it was £27,172,000. This was the result of 
five yearn' groivth. Two years have Biuce 
elopscd, and tho income which Sir Staf- 
ford Kotthcoto will have received Id the 
curroot twe^vie months carnot bo tnkt-n 
as more than £27,700,000, or something 
le.18 thati tho Chanoellor'a oatimate of the 
.vear. The brewers and distillers can pro- 
bably tell us the secret of this doclino, 
wliich too faithfully corresponds to a di- 
niuuition iu iho means of tho working 
classea. The other items of revenue aliew. 
as -Are ' liava ka,l&; a small iDorSas&iill 
round. Tho Customs Eevenne was ex- 
pected to viold £19,600,000. It has yioM- 
ed £19,005,000, and will fall very littlo 
short of twenty millions, Tho Stamos 
wore estimated at £10, COO, 000; they have 
prodiicfd £10,779,000, ami will proVmbly 
reach £10,050,000. Tho Income Tax, es- 
tinaatedat £3,900,000, lias prodnood £3 - 
996,000, and may reach £4,100,000. It is 
npodli-ss to go tluuu«rii the othL'r items 
fioolo-'ely do thoy corresixjnil to Sir Staf- 
ford Ni^rtlicntf's Bu'lgct unticipuiious. 

Tho elasticity of tho Beveoua in tho 
past year liaH not bt'on g^eat, and the cir- 
ciimHiancos of trade and commerce at< 
])i(>snut will not warrant 8aD|niios eati- 
matt'S of a growth of income in the com- 
ing twelve months. Yet wo know already 
that the expoudiiui B of tho country wid 
be in;T0uHed. Wn mu-t look fnrwanl lo 
loan oxpoiiditnre oxct'cdiii'? £77,700,000, 
niid tho inconiu of t!io ymr expiring on 
Fiiiliiy will bo a midioD bolow thi« total. 
Ciiri wo rely po, the. eia^tici^ of the -Ee 
venue to supply 'this'aeficii^Doy'? ' We fear 
not. It ia true tliat tho rocoipts of the 
twelve months now cl'iHijjg will cKoeed 
lh<Jie:of the pror'OiiiiiK twcl .0 months by 
more than a million, bnt wIjkh wo come 
l6 examine ilm courHo of the increa-te w o 
find that it was aloiost entindy confined 
to tho earlier months of the year, and the 
Kovenuo has of late been stationary, ovon 
if it hiiR not in some potiiuular.t dccliiidl 
Wo may, indeed, find some c inoiation in 
t.tiiidcing that wo are about to nmloitalie a 
charge not falling very far shml (if £78,- 
000 ()00 without any greater onnscioiKi- 
noBH of burden than wo iin<lerw( iit when 
the cent of Government was below £00,- 
000,000; but tho consolation thus aiig- 
gosted must bo regarded with di.'struHt. 
Proxpority has, indeed, its drawbacks in 
undorminiDg the wholeeomo jonIouKy of 
tlio growth of expenditure which used to 
bo a tr idition of our public life, and an 
mtoivfti of dimiiiiHhcd Kovenuo may bo 
bonoficial in reviving that spirit of .scru- 
tiny of tho cost of t'Htabliahmenti which 
unimaiod our fathars. , 'i

Vice-Chancellor Malins had before 
him yesterday a singular claim against 
the Secretary of State for India, sued 
in his own name as tho Marquis of 
Salisbury. The bill was filed for tho 
discovery of documents which the 
plaintiff alleged were necessary to ena- 
ble him to establish his claim to a 
large property in India known as the 
Pergannah estates, and situated on 
tho western aide of the Jumna. The 
bi]) cold a atrauge story, to the effect 
that Johann Reiner, born in Bavaria 
in 1726, having fallen under spiritual 
censure for bis godless and unholy 
life, sold his right of domicile to hia 
younger brother for fifty florins, and 
quitted his native country for military 
service in France, and subsequently 
in India, in tho British army. De- 
sorting from our service, ho attached 
himself first to one native chief and 
then another, finally taking service 
under the East India Company. While 
in India he acquired considerable es- 
tates, which he held by a military ten- 
ure, involving the obligation of main- 
taining troops for tbo lord. Dying in 
1778 intestate, ho left a widow — the 
Begum Samroo — and an only son by 
a former wife, who took the estates aa 
heir-at lnw. Ho also died intestate, 
and without issue, having been forci- 
bly dispossossed of hia estates by his 
stepmother, tho Begum, who whs re- 
cognized as tho rightful owner by tho 
East India Company, and who left 
th em on her deatii, in 1838, to her 
adopted son. Tho adopted son, how- 
ever, was not allowed to take posses- 
sion by the company, who seized both 
them and all documents relating to 
them. In 1858 the documents passed 
into tho custody of tho Secretary of 
Stato for India, and hence, now that 
tho plaintiff (Aloysius Reiner) was 
commencing proceadings for tho reco- 
very of tho estates of which his ances- 
tor was dispo88esse'd,he desired access 
to the documents in' ' order to prove 
his title, and filed this bill for the pur- 
pose of what is called "discovery." 
The Secretary of State put iu a 
demurrer to tho bill on several 
grounds. Mr. Fitzjames Stephens, 
Q. C, and Mr. Macnaghten argued in 
support of tho demurrer; Mr. Loccck 
Webl, Q. C, and Mr. E. C. Willis 
supported tho bill. His Honor said 
that the suit for the recovery of these 
estates in India could not be main- 
tained in this country, and that, there 
fore, the relief auxiliary to such a salt 
could not be granted by an English 
court.

Keminisceuce of a Terrible Crime. 

Wo are induced to .republish the" 
following -.kolch of a terrible occur-- 
reuco from th.^ fact that Fred, Cursona, 
one of tho victims, was a Victorian, 
■iyho was on his way to Idaho to obtain 
employmentjwhen; be lost his life : 

The sight 6f;ii;l)'Sij:j6 tK" ether day' 
brought vividlyto-mind the recoUeo- 
tion of one of the toost terrible trage- 
dies enacted in this county that ever' 
darkened the amials of crime. It was 
in 'G5; aiid at that time the basin wag . 
filled with feverish, restless, reckkss 
men, drawn hitfier by the ia any stories 
of tho fabulous wealth of the jdacer 
mines. Bar-room and street fights and 
midnight murders were of fioquent 
occurrence. One beautiful Sunday 
morning in May of ;that year three men 
lay dead in tho roiid about throe bun- ' 
drod yards from tho Ophir crook toll- 
house, between Placervillo and Cen- 
terville. Their bodies were discovered 
by a man on hor.«eback, who immedi- 
ately returned to the toll bouse -and 
gave tho alarm. Upon a crowd re- 
pairing to tho fatal spot it was foiind ' 
that one of the murdered men was a 
Mr. Wi}Bou, who had left Centorvillo 
.Hiat.morbing, and the other two ivoro 
L, Moulton, the well known banjo 
player, and Fred Cursons, a violinist, 
who had left Placervillo a few hours 
previously. 'WilBou had been dragged 
about thirty foot, in tho direction of a 
deep prospect hole on the wayside, 
but the other two. remained in this;,.;' 
trail where they had fallen, a few yards .' 
distant. Tho bodies were yet warm. 

A bend in tho road obstructed a view 
of the scene form the toll-houso. Tho 
toll-men testified that a fow momenta 
after the musicians had passed along, 
three shots wore heard, the last two.iai' 
rapid succession. A trail left the toad , 
near thia point, cutting off a consider- ' 
able distance, which waa and still ia 
taken by all footrnen in going to and. 
fro. - .This traU the. two jnuiiciani-iiaaa 
taken, anfl 'they Were 'shot' dpwh'.- 
in tho same nt a place where 
t paases near the main roacl. 
The Bui^position was that Moulton and 
companion came upon the murderers 
aa they were iu tho act of dragging the 
body of Wilson toward ithe hole, :^:aiicL 
taking in tho situation at' a glanee liad, 
dropped thoir instruments and turned 
to run and were shot down, one after 
the other. They were both shot in tho 
back and through the heart, and fell 
about thirty foot apart and at a cons;-, 
derable distance from wliero they left 
their instruments, which were found 
directly opijosite and but a short ways 
from where tho body of AVilson lay. 
The positions of tho two bodies great- 
ly strengthened the belief that such 
was the dasS: ^ • ■ 

Great excitement follow.edithei3amn^ 
able deed, and hundreds of •ibeTiC vrerft 
soon scouring the woods in every di- 
rection on foot and horaeback. Several 
arrests were made, and aniong them 
one Ellsworth, ;^who ieffc .Oeuferyille 
with and was known to have been'Itti^ 
seen in Wilson's (who had money on 
his person) company. Wilson wa§ 
shot in the back of tho head, and it 
was thought that he aud Ellsworth 
were traveling together when the lat- 
ter took hiiu unawares and cowardly 
murdered him as above stated. .'His 
watch was found near by, but his i^ock- 
eta had boon emptied and hi.s j^orsop 
thoroughly searched. The bodies of 
the other two men had not b^ert dis- 
turbed. 

The evidence against Ellsworth waa 
purely circninstautial, but of so strong 
a nature that it would hang hini were 
ho tried for it to-day. But bis friends 
swore him and the rest of his suppos- 
ed aocomplice&Qlear^ and<.' they ' soon 
after ldft' th6 cdbntty; ' Mblilton's wife 
waa at Boiso Oity.and a messenger was 
diapatchocl aftei? her. The shock givCn 
by tho terrible news came near killing 
her.
